Since Denali Family Services has removed therapeutic foster care from my foster son's treatment plan 
(without guardian consent???), but kept all of their other BILLABLE??? wrap-around-services in place 
(Individual Therapy, individual Skill Development, Medication Management, Case Management), whom 
shall be driving my foster son the 130 miles to his Denali Family Services medication appointment 
tomorrow at 1 830, and giving feedback regarding his behaviors and response to his current dose of 
medication? Who shall be picking him up from his Denali Family Services 1700 therapy appointment on 
Monday, and who shall be providing information as to his home and community behaviors, particularly 
during his next treatment team meeting due next month? 

Since my foster son has never met Denali Family Service's admission requirements, and the placement 
agreement has been expired for an unknown period of time, should DFS even be involved in any future 
decision-making or therapeutic processes? 

Ifs been 2 weeks 
since the CEO of DFS removed us from our foster son's care plan, but we know little else beyond this 
fact Since I will likely have to return to work to replace the income withheld by DFS,- 1 need to have a fast, 
definitive, explanation of current foster care pay, and our responsibilities that include schedule and 
appointment requirements, so I may work the hours needed to support the needs of this family — that 
include a severely emotionally disturbed, mentally retarded, foster son. 

Please note: Denali Family Services has a history putting foster children at-risk, as documented 
throughout my report / Matter, by not following their own policies, and ignoring foster parent requests for 
help, This persistent pattern of neglect and indifference resulted In the death of 10-year-old Steven 
Murray In 07/27/99, and I suspect mere have been more children. I know of another therapeutic foster 
parent, who completed their 8 ,n Incident report this last summer, without DFS Intervention or even 
debriefing. 

This problem goes beyond just this foster home.

I am very distraught over some of the issues that face Alaska in the coming years in 
regards to our Fish and Wildlife resources. It has become very apparent as I have done 
some research that our State F&G Dept is severely lacking the funding and manpower to do 
appropriate and much needed research and studies in regards to our Dall sheep populations. 



These are my concerns : 



#1 There is a very large problem with the poorly regulated guide industry that is little 
by little controlling the access to many mountainous areas in all of our mountain ranges 
and preventing access to Alaskan residents by practically controlling the air charter 
businesses that work in their guide areas because they spend so much money with them. 



#2 The guide industry is out of control in their search to provide clients with Alaska's 
most prestigious trophy, the Dall Sheep. Guide services are working drainage after 
drainage until there are few Rams left and then they move on down to the next set of 
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mountains and repeat the damage they have already done.' 



#3 No state in the U.S just allows non-residents to buy and over the counter trophy tag 
like the Dall sheep, Rocky Mountain Sig Horn, Mountain Goat, or Desert Big Horn , 
nonetheless for a measly 5425. The tag fees needs to be raised and the ability to purchase 
one over the counter without a draw process needs to stop. There are not enough Dall Sheep 
in Alaska to support the desire from wealthy hunters from the lower 48 with their dream 
hunt , not once but many times. A draw system for non-resident sheep hunters needs to be 
established for every unit not just the ones that are currently a draw. 



#4 Amongst resident hunters that spend a lot of time in the mountains there is concern 
that certain mountainous areas are severely lacking in sheep, yet no valid and current 
research or studies are being conducted due to low funding and manpower. Not even in the 
trophy quality classified units. The feds are able to support a 20:1 personnel manning for 
units as compared to our state biologist and personnel. As much as I attribute the hunting 
pressure and harvest of the guiding industry. on the populations of our wild sheep I also 
see a huge need for same heavy predator control in many areas to protect the precious 
resource, our wild sheep. 



#5 Each and every year it seems as though more and more restrictions are being placed on 
resident hunters in sheep hunting units and the reasoning is both, unsupported [in some 
cases) and or caused by the ever increasing pressure from the guiding industry. 



Governor Palin, I can't imagine that you do not care what is happening in our state, and 
as I see it Alaska has two major resources ... .Oil and Wildlife. If we don't do what needs 
to be done we will surely lose one of them. I understand that their is huge revenue in the 
money non-resident hunters spend in Alaska but very little of it goes to Alaska but mostly 
to the same specific companies year after year. I know this is a lot of info and you are 
probably not completely aware of these issues, but Governor Palin, something needs to be 
done! He cannot allow commercial hunting to reduce our resources to nothing and at the 
same time spend no money in research or prevention (predator control) and just hope it 
will all fix itself. 



I am very interested in the proposal process for the BOG and have looked into the goals of 
the very many orgs that are constantly at work to help correct some of our problems, but 
it appears that it is all in vain. There has been talk about creating - harvest tag fees for 
residents rather than them being free. I support that wholeheartedly as many resident 
hunters do- but the concerns are vast that even with more funding it won't be properly 
allocated for its intended purposes. And then to make matters worse there is the political 
issues that correlate with raising tag fees and voting and or the fear of not being voted 
for, I am simply in awe that we are so politically twisted that we cannot do the right 
things to protect that which is what makes our state so great and special. I am a very 
frustrated and concerned citizen of this state that feels like he can shout as loud as I 
like and yet no one will hear me. I am writing this to you because I could only hope that 
you truly care about t 

hese issues and hold a special place in your heart for those precious animals that our 
state, and only our state has in this country. There are many lessons to be learned from 
the mistakes that many other states in our country have made, let us not follow in their 
footsteps !

Governor Palin asks Customs to exclude Alaska cruises from proposal 

Mew interpretation for Hawaiian cruises would hurt Alaska visitor

Governor Sarah Palin has asked the U.S. Bureau of Customs and Border 
f Protection to back off on a proposed rule interpretation that would harm

I At issue is the agency's proposed interpretation of an 1BB6 maritime law 

that would require foreign-owned cruise ships running between the U.S. 
West Coast and Hawaii to spend at least 48 hours in a foreign port. The 
vessels would also have to spend at least half as much time in a foreign 
port as spent in all U.S. ports of call.

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If applied to Alaska crises, the governor said, .the new interpretation 
would force cruise lines to significantly cut back their time in Alaska 
ports, pulling hundreds of millions of dollars a year out of the Alaska 
economy . 

The governor has asked the bureau to exclude Alaska cruises from its 
rule interpretation aimed at a specific problem with Hawaiian cruises. 
If not, the bureau should at least start over with a full impact review 
and public process, the governor said. 

"The proposed rule interpretation, aimed at Hawaiian Coastwise Cruises, 
would be a dramatic and abrupt shift in policy of the Bureau of Customs 
and Border Protection if it were applied to Alaska cruises," Governor 
Palin said in her letter. "Taking something that is working well and 
changing it - much less on 30 days notice - is not reasonable public 
policy . " 

If adopted, the new rules could 'begin for next spring's cruise season. 
About one million passengers visited Alaska by cruise last year. 

"Such a severe and short-notice change in itineraries as would be 
required under this proposal could create havoc for communities, 
travelers and the industry, " the governor said in her comments to the 
Customs Bureau. 

"1 aak that you either clarify that Alaska cruises are excluded from the 
Hawaiian Coastwise Vessels interpretation, or withdraw the proposed rule 
interpretation, perform a thorough review of the impacts, and then 
follow the normal federal rule-making process, including the opportunity 
to comment,"' Governor Palin said in the letter. "This process is 
necessary to ensure adequate consideration of all the economic issues at 
stake. " 



The governor was especially critical of the short public comment period 
provided by the Customs 3ureau. 

"The official notice in the Federal Register on November 21 was the 
first public word of the proposed rule interpretation, » she said.
